USE AND ABUSE OF THE “BOOKS 
WANTED” DEPARTMENT. 


WE have before us an accumulation of let- 
ters from subscribers to THe PusiisHers’ 
WEEKLY regarding the use and abuse of our 
“Books Wanted” columns, which lead us to 
take occasion once more to give a word of 
advice and caution to those “whom it may 
concern.” In answering wants some book- 
sellers, while particular to give the price, 
almost invariably omit mention of date, edi- 
tion and condition. In many cases, in scien- 
tific books invariably, the edition is of first 
importance; in other cases, the latest edition 
is not the one wanted; hence, the one who is 
particular to give date and edition, provided 
the price is right, will be likely to get the 
order. 

The condition of a book is of next import- 
ance. If the book be rare, sometimes even an 
imperfect copy will be desirable. In every 
case the condition should be exactly de- 
scribed, missing or mutilated pages reported, 
water stains or other blemishes and imperfec- 
tions in binding conscientiously reported. 
Some books may be acceptable in any condi- 
tion, others in none but immaculate and ab- 
solutely complete state. 

One of our correspondents recently re- 
ceived three quotations in reply to one want, 
none of which stated date, edition or condi- 
tion, although in this case date and edition 
were absolutely necessary, and the condition 
of some consideration. As four other corre- 
spondents make similar complaints, negli- 


gence in this respect seems to have become 





chronic. Failure to report on these particu- 
lars is apt to lay the dealer open to the sus- 
picion either that he has something to con- 
ceal, or that he doesn’t know his business. 
In either case he is an unsatisfactory person 
to deal with, and so we imagine that both 
the “foxy” and the ignorant bidder will look 
in vain for orders through these columns. 

Another failing to which we wish to draw 
attention is the practice of many dealers when 
answering wants to “boost” their prices one 
to two hundred per cent. above the price for 
which they would sell the same book or mag- 
azine to a chance customer in their store. 
These dealers forget that an inquiry does net 
always imply a necessity. A bookseller may 
have an inquiry for a book temporarily out 
of print, but of which he has reason to sup- 
pose dealers in other parts of the country 
may have a surplus. How manifestly silly it 
is for a bookseller under such circumstances 
to “swell” the price, it should be needless to 
point out. Yet, as a matter of fact, it has 
been done time and again—with no profit to 
the bidder. A short time ago a correspondent 
asked for a certain book of which a new edi- 
tion is issued at stated intervals; the latest 
edition bringing the subject up to date and 
containing much new matter, was published 
in 1901 for $3.50; notwithstanding this, a 
dealer, who ought to know better, offered an 
1873 edition for $4. Three other dealers of- 
fered the book in various editions at $2 down 
to fifty cents—the latter price being about a 
fair equivalent for a perfect copy of an old 
edition, containing all the plates and dia- 
grams. Such lack of judgment in quoting 
prices to the trade or book collectors is most 
reprehensible. 

Another abuse of the “Books Wanted” col- 
umn is the persistent fishing for values in- 
dulged in by some dealers who are either too 
lazy to consult the necessary sources of in- 
formation, or too stingy to acquire the needed 
catalogues and records of auction prices. No 
man can know everything about his business. 
When he has exhausted every possible source 
for gaining information it would be more 
honest to ask outright some one who may 
happen to know. It would not lower the in- 
quirer in the estimation of his colleague; 
but an endeavor to get the same information 
by a roundabout method might put him at a 
disadvantage that in time might result in 
serious loss. 

It should always be borne in mind that the 
department of “Books Wanted” is an accom- 
modation that will be of mutual benefit or 
disadvantage as it is properly used or abused. 
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DENTON’S “ BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF 
NEW YORK.”

“Bibliography is the biography of books.’”’—John 
Ferguson's ‘““Some Aspects of Bibliography.” 

In the middle of November, 1900, there was 
sold at auction in London by Sotheby, Wil- 
kinson & Hodge, a part of the library of Lord 
Ashburton* that was especially rich in scarce 
and unique books, and the sale attracted, 
therefore, considerable interest among book 
collectors. The highest bid reached—£400, 
or $2000—during the sale, which lasted four 
days, was for a tract of only twenty-one 
pages text, 4.e., (the title is given abbre- 
viated,) “Daniel Denton’s brief description of 
New York, formerly called New Nether- 
lands,” London, 1670. 

This pamphlet is always considered by con- 
noisseurs, and with good reason, as one of 
the most sought after Americana, not only 
as it seems to be the first printed relation of 
New York in English, but also on account of 
its excessive rarity. 

Denton’s description has been twice re- 
printed, and, curiously enough, the two re- 
prints happened to appear in the same year. 
The first reprint was issued in No. 1 of the 
“Proceedings of the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania,” Philadelphia, March, 1845,+ 
with a very brief introduction by John Pen- 
nington. 

The second forms v. 1 of “Gowans’s Biblio- 
theca Americana,” (77). published in New 
York, 1845, with introduction and notes by 
Gabriel Furman. There is also a third par- 
tial reprint in the “Library of American Lit- 
erature,” (t) edited by E. C: Stedman and 
E. M. Hutchinson, Vol. 1, pages 419-426.

But this 
number may be still farther reduced, suppos- 
ing that one or more of the copies sold at 
auction or mentioned in sales catalogues found 
its way to one of the above mentioned 
libraries. 

No exhaustive paper on Denton’s pamphlet 
has yet been written, if I except Gabriel Fur- 
man’s introduction to Gowans’s reprint, who 
copies literally and without giving the source, 
the short introductory notice by John Penn- 
ington in the reprint of the Historical Society 
of Pennsylvania. 

Considering the growing interest in Amer- 
ican bibliography, and also in view of the fact 
that both reprints—Gowans’s, of which only 
104 copies were made, and that in the Penn- 
sylvania Historical Society, which was only 
printed for the members of the Society, are 
entirely out of print—I think it a timely un- 
dertaking to reissue the original, giving the 
title-page in facsimile.* 

I shall first touch briefly upon the commer- 
cial history of the work, which will illustrate 
a remarkable change of prices, but keeping 
pace with the growing knowledge of books 
and bibliography in the last century. 

As already stated, the first copy—as far as 
I could find—mentioned in any sale catalogue, 
is that in Evans’s “Auction Catalogue of the 
Library of George Nassau,” London, 1824. 
This copy was sold, according to a notice in 
Lowndes’s “Bibliographical Manual of Eng- 
lish Literature,” (+) for 18 shillings. 

The second copy for sale is mentioned in O. 
Rich’s “Catalogue of Books Relating to Amer- 
ica,” London, 1832, and is marked £1 12s. 

The third copy is mentioned in Evans’s 
“Auction Catalogue of the Library of Richard 
Heber,” but I was unable to discover at what 
price it was sold, as even Lowndes overlooked 
the sale of this copy entirely. 

The fourth copy mentioned, 1846, in the 
“Auction Sale Catalogue of the Library of 
Gabriel Furman,” was sold for $31.t

The copy belonging to Mr. William Men- 
zies, which was sold in 1875 to the Library of 
Congress, brought $220, and Joseph Sabin, 
who prepared the catalogue of the sale, adds: 

“The compiler of this catalogue has sold but 
one copy of this work, for which he obtained 
$275, and for which the present owner has 
since refused an offer of $400.” 

The copy in the library of Henry C. 
Murphy, sold in 1884 for $80. 

The copy in the library of Mr, George 
Brinley, which was sold in 1880, fetched $385. 

The copy of Mr. Samuel L. M. Barlow, 
originally belonging to Col. Thos. Aspinwall, 
came on the market in 1889, and was sold for 
$525 to Mr. Brayton Ives. This copy made a 
small advance in 1891, when Brayton Ives’s li- 
brary was sold, realizing $615. 

Then comes the copy of the Ashburton li- 
brary, sold November, 1900, which realized 
$2000, while the copy sold by the same auc- 
tioneers on February 26, 1901, only three 
months later, brought only £75, or $375. 

The copy offered by Dodd, Mead & Co., in 
their Catalogue No, 60, May, IQOI (formerly 
owned by Aspinwall-Barlow-Ives), is priced 
at $2000, the amount realized by the Ash- 
burton copy. 

Such a remarkable rise and decline in price, 
needs an explanation, and this brings me to 
the bibliographical part of my researches. 

The collation and the title in full, with the 
imprint, is: Title page, reverse blank—“To 
the reader,” two pages—text, 21 pages.The 
title, copied from the copy in the Library of 
Congress, reads as follows:

This title-page agrees exactly with the de- 
scription given by Sabin, to which Sabin adds 
the following note: “The title-page being 
printed on paper, larger than the rest of the 
book, the date is often cut off by the binder.” 

This is the salient point; and if it can be 
proved to be founded on facts, will furnish 
the clue as to why the book is so singularly 
interesting to bibliographers and to book col- 
lectors. 

First let us see how many copies are intact 
and have the full imprint, and how many 
have the imprint incomplete and the date 
cut off. 

A. Copres MENTIONED IN AUCTION SALE AND 
Seconp-HANpD CATALOGUES. 

Whether the copy in the library of George 
Nassau, sold by Evans, London, 1824, had the 
imprint or not, it is impossible to judge from

the catalogue; auction sale catalogues at that 
time not being as carefully compiled as at the 
present, while even those now issued leave 
much to be desired. The same may be said 
of the copy mentioned in O. Rich’s “Catalogue 
relating principally to America,” 1832. 

The copy which belonged to Richard Heber 
and was sold by Evans, May 30, 1835, is the 
first copy mentioned as having “the date cut 
off.” 

The copy from which Gowans’s reprint was 
taken, New York, 1845, and mentioned as re- 
cently imported, had no date, or the reprint 
would have shown it. This copy is evidently 
identical with the copy in the auction sale 
catalogue of the library of Gabriel Furman 
and needs therefore no explanation. 

The copy offered by Henry Stevens in his 
“Historical Nuggets” had not the date on it, 
and: I cannot say anything regarding the im- 
print. 

The copy given in Sabin was in the posses- 
sion of John F. McCoy, and Sabin says, “The 
only copy we have seen with the date not cut 
off belongs to John F, McCoy, whose copy is 
uncut and measures eight by six inches.” 

The copy in the library of Mr. Menzies, 
sold 1875 to the Library of Congress, had 
not the date,.as Mr. Sabin, who prepared the 
catalogue for the auction sale, makes the fol- 
lowing note: “In this copy the date has been 
restored in most exact facsimile by Mr. 
Harris of London.” 

The date and the printer’s name are entirely 
missing on the copy in the library of George 
Brinley, sold 1880. The compiler of the auc- 
tion sale catalogue says, “The date and print- 
er’s name have, as in most copies, been trim- 
med off by the binder from the over-large 
title page.” 

The same is the case with the copy belong- 
ing to Mr. Henry C. Murphy, sold 1884. The 
compiler of the auction sale catalogue of this 
library makes the following remark: “The 
lower part of the title after the word Lon- 
don, cut off, as is the case with almost all 
copies.” 

These two copies are the most imperfect 
ones. 

The copy of S. L. M. Barlow, originally 
belonging as already stated, to Col, Thos. 
Aspinwall, and sold 1889, is identical with the 
copy in the library of Mr. Brayton Ives, to 
whom it was sold. This copy was sold again, 
1891, and is now offered for sale by Dodd, 
Mead & Co., New York, and is entirely per- 
fect. Mr. Brayton Ives gives in his catalogue 
the following note: “As a_ bibliographical 
rarity this copy is, in one respect, almost 
unique: It is believed to be the only one in 
this country which has the printed date. The 
title-page was printed on such a large scale 
that the date at the bottom of it was uniformly 
cut off by the binder. The date was so rare, 
that Gowans, the veteran collector and dealer 
had not seen a copy with it, and omitted it in 
his reprint of the book. The present copy is 
perfect and all that could be desired in every 
respect. It has very wide margins and is un- 
usually clean throughout.” 

Lord Ashburton’s copy, sold November, 
1900, was unbound and had the full imprint 
with the date. This was sold, according to 


the notice in the London Publisher's Circular, 
December 8, 1900, to the London bookseller, 
Henry C. Nattali, who bought it for a cus- 
tomer in the United States, whose name I 
have not learned. 

The copy sold in February, 1901, was also 
unbound, but “date cut off bottom of title- 
page.” (Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, Cata- 
logue, February, 1901, p. 46.) 

B. Copres IN LIBRARIES. 

According to the catalogue of the British 
Museum, the three copies in that institution 
show no date on the title-page. 

The copy of the Harvard College Library, 
which has been there since October, 1830, ac- 
cording to the information of the Assisitant 
Librarian, Mr, Tillinghast, has the date cut 
off, so the last line of the copy reads “Corn- 
hill. . . William Bradley, at the three Bibles.” 
The date 1670, so Mr. Tillinghast informs me, 
has been inserted in ink. 

The copy which has been in the New York 
State Library since 1833, has the last line of 
the imprint, including the date and part of 
the preceding line cut off. I am indebted 
for this information to the Reference Libra- 
rian, Mr, J. T. Jennings. 

The John Carter Brown Library in Provi- 
dence has two copies, both of which, ac- 
cording to the printed catalogue prepared by 
john Russell Bartlett, seem to have the full 
imprint, one of which is variant. I say “seem 
to have the full imprint.” I will not now 
enter into particulars regarding these two 
copies, but will deal with them later. 

The copy in the Library of Congress, which 
was previously owned by Mr. William Men- 
zies, has the last line “in the Minories, 1670” 
cut off, which was restored in facsimile by 
Mr. Harris of London. « 

The copy belonging to Mr. Edward E. 
Ayer, Chicago, has also the last line “in the 
Minories, 1670” cut off. 

The copy in the Columbia College Library 
is perfect in every respect. 

The copy in the Lenox Library, bought by 
Mr. Lenox about fifty years ago, has the im- 
print, but lacks the words “In the Minories 
1670” which have been cut off. I owe this 
information to Mr. Wilberforce Eames. 

The copy in the library of the Long Island 
Historical Society, Brooklyn, has been there 
since 1889, and is perfect, as I am kindly in- 
formed by the Librarian of the Society, Miss 
Emma Toedteberg.

CHEAP PUBLISHING.. 


AN immense publishing business, according 
to the New York Sun, is run by a missionary 
society of the Presbyterian Board of For- 
eign Missions, and managed at a cost that 
is almost infinitesimal compared with the 
work done. Last year the Board issued from 
its presses in China, Persia, Syria, Mexico, 
Siam, and Taos more than 96,000,000 pages 
of printed matter at a cost to the board of 
only $6500, that is only seven-one-hundred- 
thousandths of a cent a page. From its 
Beirut press the board has issued 675,000,000 
pages of religious matter, principally in 
Arabic. 
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UNITED BRETHREN PUBLISHING 
HOUSE. 


THE annual session of the trustees of the 
United Brethren Publishing House of the 
United States was held at Dayton, Ohio, last 
month. In some respects heavy losses were 
noted in the publishing department. Despite 
the losses, however, the house made large 
profits and donated $11,750 to annual confer- 
ences and churches. 

There has been a large increase in the out- 
standing accounts of the house, the same 
amounting to $39,355.90 April 1 last. During 
the year new machinery for the press and 
bindery departments has been added, and 
$10,000 was expended. About $4000 was con- 
tributed as “subsidies” for different purposes 
in compliance with orders from the general 
conference, while a large sum was devoted 
to litigation expenses. Despite the drains the 
net assets of the institution were increased 
by $11,797.22. The capital stock was in- 
creased from $303,179.99 to $314,977.21, not- 
withstanding that the usual Io per cent. re- 
duction for “wear and tear’ was made on 
type, fixtures and machinery, amounting to 
$10,000. The editorial force was commended 
for its competent management of seventeen 
publications. 


ASSOCIATION OF PUBLISHERS OF 
CHRISTMAS CARDS. 


THE English publishers of private Christ- 
mas greeting cards have formed an associa- 
tion for the protection of the retail dealers. 
According to the rules, no publisher will deal 
with any retailer not a member of the News- 
agents’, Booksellers’ and Stationers’ National 
Union; no publisher or wholesaler will allow 
to a retailer more than 331-3 per cent. off 
the list or marked prices, except on quantities 
of 200 or more cards of the same design. 
Retailers are enioined from dealing with 
publishers not in the association. Transgres- 
sion of the rules is punished with expulsion 
and withdrawal of sample-books. Adolph 
Tuck, of Raphael Tuck & Sons, Ltd., is pres- 
ident; W. McKenzie, of W. McKenzie & Co., 
vice-president; G. Delgado, treasurer; and 
Rivington & Co., 1 Fenchurch Street, Lon- 
don, E. C., solicitors and secretary. Thirty- 
nine firms have already joined the associa- 
tion, 


A LAND OF PROMISE FOR AUTHORS. 


A LITTLE while ago the New York Sun had 
an account of a case of “Sweatshop Publish- 
ing” in England, which we reprinted in our 
issue for April 12. Last week it discovered 
the other extreme in this country, in the case 
of a young authoress of wide and mildly sen- 
sational reputation. “This young woman,” 
according to theSun “is now finishing a fourth 
novel, which will probably appear late this 
fall or early next spring. For the serial 
rights of this her representative is asking $250 
per thousand words; that is, twenty-five cents 
a word. No guarantee of quality goes with 
this proposition. The manuscript is not sub- 
mitted. It must be bought, if at all, as the 
urchin swaps his dilapidated knife ‘unsight-’n- 
unseen.’ And the $25,000 or more asked rep- 
resents, be it remembered, the serial rights 





alone. It is said that her offer of the book 
rights, submitted to one of the long-estab- 
lished publishing houses, was the most aston- 
ishing proposition ever presented to that firm. 
When the head of the house came out of his 
daze sufficiently to figure on results, he found 
that, if he paid the royalty demanded (a large 
part of it in advance) the sale of 100,000 cop- 
ies would still leave him considerably out of 
pocket. At the present writing the book is 
not sold. Rumor has it, however, that nearly 
twenty cents per word has been offered for 
the serial rights. One of the novels which 
is at present having a good run was bought 
outright (an unusual proceeding nowadays, as 
most authors prefer to take royalties,) for 
$50,000. Such figures as these would seem to 
constitute America the golden land of prom- 
ise for authors, and should inspire Mr, Corvo 
to forego his five-dollar-a-week history-mill 
job and sail on the next steamer if he has to 
come in the steerage.” 





BOOKSELLERS OF THE JOHNSONIAN 
ERA, 


Mr. Epwarp Marston has followed his de- 
lightful volume of “Sketches of Booksellers 
of Other Days,” published last year, with an- 
ether equally charming volume of “Sketches 
of Some Booksellers of the Time of Doctor 
Johnson,”* a “golden age” for the English 
booktrade. The period covered is, roughly 
speaking, from 1670 to 1770, though some of 
the booksellers described were born earlier 
and others died later than the two dates 
named. The book very properly begins with 
an account of Michael Johnson, the father of 
Doctor Samuel Johnson, whose house is now 
the property of the city of Lichfield and oc- 
cupied as a Johnson Museum and Library. 
The elder Johnson’s business was chiefly that 
of a bookseller and stationer, though a few 
books were printed for him. Mr. Marston 
was able to discover only two—J. Bradley’s 
“Impartial View of the Truth of Christian- 
ity,” (1699,) and John Floyer’s “Exposition 
of the Revelations,” (1719.) Johnson travelled 
about from town to town with a stock of 
books, which he sold at auction. In one of 
his catalogues he offers choice books, in all 
faculties, including shop-books, pocket-books, 
etc.; also, French prints for staircases and large 
chimney pieces, and maps large and small, 
Further on he explains that the reader “must 
not wonder that I begin every day’s sale with 
small and common books; the reason is, a 
room is some time a filling; and persons of 
address and business seldom coming first, 
they are entertainment till we are full; they 
are never the last books of the best kind of 
that sort, for ordinary families and young 
persons. But in the body of the catalogue 
you will find law, mathematics,” etc. Michael 
Johnson died in 1731, at the age of seventy- 
six, his business being continued by his 
widow. Andrew Millar, chief shareholder in 
Johnson’s Dictionary, is mext described. 
Thomas Davies, of whom it was said that he 
was “not a bookseller, but a gentleman who

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dealt in books,” an intimate friend of John- 
son’s, notwithstanding that he said the doctor 
“laughed like a rhinoceros,” is the third in the 
list. Then follow Thomas Osborne, whom 
Doctor Johnson knocked down with a huge 
folio, and placing his foot upon his breast 
said: “Lie there, thou son of dulness, ignor- 
ance and obscurity;” Bernard Lintot and his 
son Henry, the predecessors of Samuel Rich- 
ardson, and publishers of the works of Pope, 
who ridiculed the former charmingly in a 
famous letter to the Earl of Burlington and 
more savagely in the “Dunciad ;” Robert Dod- 
ley, stocking-weaver, footman, poet, drama- 
tist and publisher, and his brother and suc- 
cessor, James Dodsley ; Thomas Evans, Chris- 
topher Brown, John Nichols, the compiler 
of the famous “Literary Anecdotes of the 
Eighteenth Century;” also, William Bowyer 
and Edward Cave, the founder of The Gen- 
tleman’s Magazine, edited for some time 
by Dr. Johnson. Mr. Robert Bowes, of 
Cambridge, contributes interesting chapters 
on “The Friends of Literature” and on a 
“Bookseller’s Literary Club.” The book con- 
tains a number of portraits and facsimiles, 
and should be in every bookseller’s library.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
END OF “LITTLE MINISTER” SUIT. 


THE claim of John Arthur Fraser, suing for 
an injunction to restrain the performance of 
“The Little Minister” in this country was 
denied by Judges Jenkins and Grosscup on 
the 6th inst. in the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The decision affirmed the: 
decree of Judge Kohlsaat, who in May, 1901, 
dismissed an amended bill brought by Fraser 
against M. A. Yack, Ira A. Harris, James M. 
Barrie and Charles Frohman. A company 
was producing this play under the direction 
of M. Frohman. 

Mr. Fraser based his claim to rights in the 
original manuscript on an assignment from 
the United States Book Company, the latter 
claiming them under a purchase from J. W. 
Lovell, of New York. Mr. Lovell in turn 
bases his claim to ownership. on a contract 
dated May 8, 1890, by which the author, Mr. 
Barrie, assigned the exclusive right to publish 
the story from advance sheets in the United 
States. The consideration paid by Mr. Lovell 
was about $100. 

The court held in brief that there was no 
possible right of copyright under the inter- 
national copyright law for the first thirty- 
eight chapters of the book, because the au- 
thor did not agree to furnish any of the ad- 
vance sheets until two months prior to the 
completion of the serial publication in Eng- 
land. This opinion concludes: 

“As the author had no right to copyright 
and as upon publication in England any- 
one had right to publish it in America, the 
author could receive nothing for the work 
published here except such as he might be 
able to obtain by allowing its publication 
here simultaneously with or in advance of 
its publication in England.” 
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ROSTAND'S “CYRANO” ENJOINED. 


Eperty Gross, the Chicago real estate 
dealer, after three years of litigation, ob- 
tained a perpetual injunction against Richard 
Mansfield and A. M. Palmer from producing 
the play “Cyrano de Bergerac,” or anything 
similar to it, the principal scenes in which he 
claims originated with him. Judge Kohlsaat, 
of the United States Circuit Court at Chi- 
cago, entered the order for the injunction on 
May 21. 

The court also declared that Mr, Gross is 
entitled to an accounting of the profits real- 
ized by the defendants in giving the play. 
Mr. Gross, however, waived his rights to 
this and accepted $1 as satisfaction. Vindi- 
cation was what he wanted. 

Mr. Gross’s own dramatic production, “The 
Merchant Prince of Cornville,” now has the 
approval of the Federal Court as the model 
from which Edmond Rostand, the French 
playwright, drew his inspiration for the bal- 
cony scene and other incidents of the play 
produced by Actor Mansfield. The court’s 
order was based on the findings of Master in 
Chancery Elijah B. Sherman, to whom the 
case was referred for a report in July, 1899. 

“In the opinion of the Master in Chancery,” 
says the report, “the similarities and identities 
between the two plays are confirmation strong 
as proofs of Holy Writ in the presence of 
which M. Rostand’s denial of both resem- 
blance and appropriation is scarcely worthy 
of consideration.” 

Mr. Mansfield, who is at present in Denver, 
Col., is reported by the Associated Press to 
have said: “The decision of Judge Kohlsaat 
in the Gross suit can have no effect on the 
presentation of ‘Cyrano de Bergerac’ beyond 
the fact that Mr. Gross will receive royalties 
in the future, instead of Mr. Rostand.” 

Mr. Mansfield’s manager said the actor had 
defended the suit only because of his con- 
tracts with Rostand.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Wirt1AmM Top HetmutH, a famous surgeon 
and one of the foremost representatives of the 
homeeopathic school of medicine in this coun- 
try, died May 15, at his home in New York 
City. Dr, Helmuth was born in Philadelphia, 
October 30,.1833. For more than twenty-five 
years he was one of the editors of The North 
American Homepathic Journal. Among his 
published works are: “A Treatise on Diph- 
theria,” “Medical Pomposity,” “A System of 
Surgery,” “Scratches of a Surgeon,” “Supra- 
pubic Lithotomy,” and “With the Pousse 
Café,” (a collection of post-prandial verses.) 


ALBERT GALLATIN RIDDLE, a_ well-known 
lawyer and author and an ex-Representative 
from Ohio, died in Washington, D. C., May 
15. He was born at Monson, Mass., May 28, 
1816, but was brought up in the West. He 
was retained by the State Department to aid 
in prosecuting John H. Surratt for aiding in 
the murder of President Lincoln. Among 
his works are “Bart Ridgeley,” “The Por- 
trait,” “Alice Brand,” “Recollections of War 
Times,” “Students and Lawyers,” “The

House of Ross,” “Castle Gregory,” “Hart 
and His Bear,” “The Sugar Makers of the 
West Woods,” “Tory’s Daughter,” “Mark 
Loan,” and campaign biographies of Garfield 
and Beniamin F. Wade. 


Epwin LAwreNce GopKIN, editor emeritus 
of the New York Evening Post, died in Brix- 
ham, South Devonshire, England, May 20. 
The immediate cause of his death was hem- 
orrhage of the brain; he suffered a similar 
stroke two years ago, but recovered suffi- 
ciently to go to England in 1901. Mr. God- 
kin was born in Moyne, County Wicklow, 
Ireland, October 2, 1831. He was a graduate 
of Queen's College, Belfast, and in 1854 be- 
came correspondent of the London Daily 
News in Turkey and Russia during the Cri- 
mean war. In 1856 he came to this country 
and made a tour through the Southern States 
for the News. He then studied law under 
David Dudley Field and was admitted to the 
bar in 1859. After practicing for a few years 
he returned to Europe on account of ill 
health. He again came to this country in 
1862, and was correspondent for the London 
Daily News and an editorial writer for the 
New York Times until July, 1865, when he 
established and became editor of The Nation, 
which in 1866 passed into the hands of Mr. 
Godkin, James Miller McKim and Frederick 
Law Olmstead as proprietors. In 1881 The 
Nation was made the weekly issue of the 
Evening Post, and Mr. Godkin became one 
of the editors and proprietors of the joint 
publication. He was the author of a “History 
of Hungary, a.p, 300-1850;” “Government,” 
a volume in the American Science Series; 
“Reflections and Comments,” a selection from 
his articles in The Nation; “Problems of 
Modern Democracy,” from contributions to 
the magazines; and “Unforeseen Tendencies 
of Democracy,” contributions to the Atlantic
